Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 

publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Raitola et 
al. (U.S. Patent No.: 6,317,418, hereinafter, “Raitola”). 

Regarding claims 1, 3, and 5 , Raitola teaches a method and apparatus of 
combining retransmitted data, comprising the steps of (see figure 1): receiving a radio 
signal by an antenna (see figure 1, antenna 100, col.5, ln.40-41), performing RF 
processing on the radio signal by a receiver for conversion to a base band frequency 
(see figure 1, RF part 102, base band 130, col.5, In.50-57, as a standard receiver that 
receiver the RF signal then convert to IF or base-band), and then determining whether 
the received data is retransmitted data (see figure 1, quality part 110, col.6. In.7-30); 
when the received data is not retransmitted received data, demodulating and decoding 
the received data when the data is not abnormal, and abandoning the data after 
decoding and storing the received data in a memory when the received data is 
abnormal data (see figure 1, memory 116, signal detection 126, DEIC 128, col.6, ln.7- 
30); when the received data is retransmitted received data, combining the retransmitted 
received data with abnormal data stored in the memory the last time, and demodulating 
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and decoding the combined data; and determining whether the decoded data is normal, 
and ending processing when the decoding is normally performed, and abandoning the 
decoded data and storing the received data in the memory when the decoding is 
abnormally performed (see figure 1, figure 2, col.6, In.7-67, col.7, In.1-20). 

Regarding claims 2, 4, and 6, Raitola further teaches a method and apparatus 
of combining retransmitted data, comprising the steps of: wherein said received data is 
phase-corrected and then stored, and said retransmitted received data is phase- 
corrected, and then said phase-corrected and stored received data is combined with 
said retransmitted and phase-corrected received data (see figure 1, quality part 110, 
memory 116, col.6, ln.7-30).

In order to expedite the prosecution of this application, the 
applicants are also requested to consider the following references. Although Ghosh et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,678,523), Tiedemann, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,317,435), Onoe 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,210,751), and Langmann (U.S. Patent No. 6,163,869) are not 
applied into this Office Action; they are also called to Applicants attention. They may be 
used in future Office Action(s). These references are also concerned for supporting the 
system and method of re-sending incorrectly transmitted data.
